Washington, D. C., April $.—[{8pecial.}— 
Following an official announcement by the 
United States district attorney here that his 
investigation of charges made by a woman 
against @ certain United States senator of- 
fered no justification for a presentation of the 
matter to the grand jury, J. R. Jacobs ‘of 
Oklahoma presented the charges to Vice 
President Marshall as president of the sen- 
@te, and asked for action by the body ovér 
which he presides, : 

The statement of the district attorney is as 
follows: 

“\I have heard the statement of the com- 
plaining witness and her friends whom she 


brought to this office to support her accuea- 


ttons. I find no justification whatever for 
laying any complaint against any United 
States senator before the grand jury.” 


Letter Sent by Jacobs. 

The charges of Mr. Jacobs are in the form 
of a letter, as follows: 

“ Washington, D. C., April 5, 1913.—To the 
president of the United States senate, Wash- 
ington, D. C.: 

“Sir: I desire to submit the following to 
your honorable body and stggest that you 
make a full and complete investigation of 
the facts herein contained:

Refers to Former Charges, 

“It is true that I violated a moral obliga- 
tion to Mra. Bond when I did not go to the 
room as I had promised her to do, which 
I honestly intended to do when I made the 
promise. I changed ‘my mind for the follow- 
ing reasons: 

“After I had made the promise I began 
to think of charges of like character against 
Senator -—— in Corsicana, Tex., which I an- 
derstand to be a matter of court record, a 
similar incident at Chécago during the late 
campaign in the way of rumors and others 
of like character, so I happened to remem- 
ber when I was a boy that, when a corn 
thief was suspicioned, a trap would be set 
to catch the thieves, so I changed my mind 
and concluded to watch and ascertain for 
myself if these past rumors had any foun- 
dation. It turned out in the apprehension 


of a very sad and heinous affair. 


“ The affiant f er deposes and says that 
if the charges sudmitted. in reference to 
the occurrence of March 2 1913, are not 
true, then the affiant should be prosecuted 
for criminal] HUbel and sent to the peniten 
tiary, but if the facts herein set forth prove 
to be true after a full and complete inves- 
tigation is made, then the affiant requests 
that expulsion proceedings be instituted by 
your honorable body against Senator ——. 


Gives All Alleged Details. 

“On Monday, March 24, 1913, Mrs. Minnie 
BE. Bond suggested to me in substance that 
Sénator —— was coming to the hotel by ap- 
pointment and that she did not know where 
she could talk to him, as the parlors were 
filled with schoolgiris. I replied in sub- 
atance that I did not see any impropriety in 


} escorting him to her room. 


“The substance of her reply was that she 
would not do that, as she was making prep- 
arations to start for home and her clothes 
were scattered over the floor and chairs, and 
that I did not know Senator ——, and that she 
would not talk to him in a private room alone. 
I replied that she could take my key and go 
to my room and that I would go up with 
them, and the three of us would be in the 
room together. 

“I changed my mind, but after Senator —— 
arrived at the hotel I invited Korby Fits- 
patrick, who is title examiner in the school 
land department for the state of Oklahoma, 
to come and go to his room. While on the 
way to his room I remarked that there was 
a matter I wanted to watch. I also met T. 
E. Robertson, an attorney of Oklahoma City. 
I made a similar suggestion to him. 

Go Into Adjoining Room. 

“The three of us went into Mr. Fitzpat- 
rick’s room, which adjoins my rooms and has 
a connecting door, which was slightly ajar. 
The three of us could see Senator —— and 
Mrs. Bond in the room. Mrs. Bond was talk- 
ing about her husband's candidacy for col- 
lector of internal revenue of Oklahoma. 

“ after Mrs. Bond told her story, Senator 
—— began to make improper advances by 
trying to kiss her. She repelled bim. Later 
he tried to push her backward on the bed. 
Mrs. Bond caught hold of the bars and of 
the foot of the bed and threatened to call the 
police. 

** At this juncture I gave Mr. Robertson « 
shove which placed him tn the room. Sen- 
ator —— quickly lit on his feet. Mrs. Bond

‘HUNTED; SUICIDE 


J ames C. Smith, Who Shot Girl 
Who Rejected Him, Kills 
Self Before Posse, ’ 


CHASED FOR 17 HOURS. 


Jined by Miss Lillian Jansen, sister of his 
employer, and fortified by a day of drinking, 
James S, Smith, an Elgin farm hand, Friday 
might fired twice through @ window at the 
girl and fied. Both shots took effect, A posse 
was organized immediately. 

For seventeen hours, beginning at 9 o'clock 
that night and lasting until 2:80 0 ‘clock yes- 
terdey afternoon, the farmers followed the 
trail of Jansen, It wound up in & cirche, 
much like the course of a hunted jackrabbit. 
it ende@ at the Jansen barn scarcely 100 
yards from the scene of the shooting. 

Smith saw he was caught, waiked leisurely 
out of the barn, put the shotgun to hds head, 
and killed himself. He made no attempt to 


fire on the posse. 


Girl May Recover. | 

Miss Jansen is in St. Joseph’s hospital in 
Bigin, with two or three score bird shot 
buried in the upper part of her body. Dr. 
F. C. Schurmeyer. removed a few from sur- 
face wounds, but did not*dare probe for the 
others until his patient is stronger. The 
principal danger is from blood poisoning. If 
that does not develop the girl has a good 


chance for recovery. 
Two letters were foufd in Smith's pocket 
by Coroner Norton. One was hig explana- 
tion, written the day before the shooting; 
the other his final dismissal by Miss Jansen. 


Girl’s Letter Dismisses Him. 
The letter from the girl, dated Saturday, a 


week ago, follows: 

Mr. James Smith: I heard that you 
were out to the farm Friday night. Some 
one told me that you hada little too much, 
and you broke your promise to me, and I 
will break mine. You had better stay off 
the place and save my folks and me trou- 
ble—and I mean it. LILLIAN JANSEN. 
What her “ promise’ was no one seems to 

know, unless it was that she would say noth- 
ing to her brother if Smith remained away 
from the farm. Smith's farewell follows: 

To Whom This May Concern: I hope 
this will te a warning to more of those 
who are in love. I do not like to do this, 
but it must be done. It seems everybody 
is against me, so I am going to the devil's 
work. 

I came to Elgin about a year ago and 
went to work for Mr. Jansen, two miles 
west. of Higin. I became in love with one 
of his daughters. I loved her and would 
have treated her with reapect, but it 
seems there were those who were jealous 
of me and started trouble for me. I tried 
to lope the trouble, but & seems I could 

not make it clear. 


Worked for J. ¥. Jelke. 

Smith was working last year on the Jansen 
farm, four miles from Eigin, owned by J. C. 
Jansen, who has retired and lives in Higin, 
and operated by his son, Edward Jansen. 
The girl kept house for her brother. 

Before Bmith, whose previous history is 
unkniown, bad been long e fara he began 
paying unsolicited atten to the girl, and 
finally asked her to marry him. She told her 
| mother and Smith was disc 

He went to the farm of J. F. Jelke, the 
Chicago butterine manufacturer. two miles 
away, and got a place there. When he was 
not working he was Danging around the 
Jansen farm trying to see the girl who had 
rejected him. He threatened to kilJ her. 


Gets Drunk in 
A tew days ago Smith quit work at the 
Jelke farm and moved into Elgin, staying at

I he was drinking with another youth now be- 


ing sought. In the evening he disappeared. 

It appears he went to his room and obtained 
the shotgun and a number of shells filled with 
bird shot and set out for the farm. At 9 
o'clock Miss Jansen and her brother were in 
i the kitchen. The shades were raised, as is 
commen in the rural district . 

Standing a few feet from the window, and 
probably resting his gun on a tree crotch, 
the drunken suitor fired. The shot struck 
Miss Jensen tn the tight side, and she stag- 
@ered toward the window, turning as she 
moved. The second shot, ripping out another 
big section of the window, caught her in the 
back and right side, and she fell fainting in 
her brother's arms. 

Jansen carried her to a couch, took a fleet- 
ing look out of doors to ree if he could sce 
the assailant, and then frantically summoned 
the physician and the Bigin police. Dr. Schur- 
meyer arrived by automobile and took the 
injured girl to the hospital. 

Farmers Come with Arms. 

Meanwhile neighboring farmers had been 
telephoned for, and by dawn there were 
thirty farmers, armed with revolvers, rifies, 
and shotguns, scouring the country, some 
afoot, some mounted. They got trace of 
Smith, but never came up with him. On the 
way back to the search after dinner one of 
the hunters walked through the Jansen barn 
and saw Smith tn the hay loft. He sprinted 
beck and summoned the others and sent for 
the police. 

Before the police could get there Smith 
discerned his escape was cut off. The farm- 
ers at the front of the barn saw the door 
swing open, and their quarry saunter out, 
paying no attention to.them, dragging the 
shotgun by the muzzle, He looked around 
the ground leisurely, found a twig, and put 
the butt of the gun onthe ground. The apell- 
bound farmers watched him put the muzzle to 
hig forehead. grope for the trigger with his 
twig, and shove it back., There was an ex- 
plosion. The men ran forward and found

YOUNG WOMAN TAKES HER LIFE 
BEFORE NEWLY MADE GRAVE, 


Josephine Petosky Replaces Faded 
Flowers with Bunch of American 
Beauties, Then Swallows Poison. 


A woman about 22 years old, dressed 
entirely in black, holding in ber hand a bunch 
of roses, entered St. Adalbert’s Polish ceme- 
tery yesterday afternoon. She walked rapid- 
ly to a newly made grave. On it were some 
faded flowers. She stooped and carefully 
picked them up, slipping them into her dress. 
She tenderly arranged the few American 
beauties she had brought with her. 

Then before two witnesses to her acts 
eould interfere she drew a small bottle of 
poison from her dress and drank the con- 
tents. Physicians were summoned and 
worked for an hour over the woman, but she 
aied without regaining consciousness. 

Tucked in. under the flowers a hastily writ- 
ten note was found. The wording the police 
were able to decipher read: “To my darling 
child I leave $500."" There was no signature. 

Late at night the suicide was identified as 
Josephine Petosky, an employé at the Con- 
gress hotel.

PLUNGESTO DEATH 


Climbs to Roof of Prison and 
Jumps Off as Court At- 
taches Look On. 


HAS TWO HOUR PARLEY, 


PARIS, April 5.—Lacombe, @ notorious an- 

archist bandit and murderer, comm! tted sul- 

‘cide today by jumping from the roof of the 
prison De la Santé. 

His leap to death was witnessed by all the 
prieon officials and guards, by Lacombe’s 
lawyer. the prosecuting attorney. 
judge who had committed him to the prison. 

All these spectators had been summoned 
by telephone during the two hours that Le- 
combe stood at the edge of the ropf, arguing 
with tHe wardens who sought to persuade 
Lim to return to his<cell. 

Lacombe was awaiting trial on the charge 
of astassinating M. Ducret, editor of the 
newspaper L'ldée Libre. 


Admits Record of Slaying. 
Lacombe was known as one of (he most 
desperate criminals in the country. During 
his incarceration he confessed to the murder 
of Ducret, admitted killing a postmaster at 
Rezons and a railroad cashier at Les Aubrais. 


with his lawyer In an tnclosed courtyard tn- 
side the prison his guards stood a few yards 
off. Suddenly Lacombe, who was an all 
round athiete and a professional performer 
of feats of strength at county fairs. sprang 
forward and grasped the lower rungs of an 
iron ladder leading to the upper part of the 
building. He clambered past tier after tier 
of cells and reached the roof. 

A dozen wardens passed through the prison 
and on to the roof by trap doors, gradually 
surrounding him on three sides. He threat- 
ened to throw himeelf from the building, and 
the guards hesitated to approach. 


Plead with Bandit to Surrender, 

A singular conversation then took place 
between Lacombe, the examining judge. and 
the prosecuting attorney, who had been tele- 
phoned: for. 

Lacombe's lawyer, Georges Boucheron, and 
others meanwhile gathered on a balcony 
overlooking that pert of the roof where La- 
combe was standing. 

Lacombe then complained of the food pro- 
vided for him and of the lack of heat In his 
cell. The prison warden anewered be him- 
self would see that his desires were supplied, 

“Too late.” replied Lacombe. “It is fin- 
ished.” 

He then said he would like to talk to Bouch- 
eron. wha therevpon climbed down, ap- 
proached Lacombe, shook hands with him, 
and talked with bim for half an hour. 

Now and then wiping tears from his eyes 
Lacombe begged Boucheron to look after 
his mother and grandmother. Trembling 
with excitement he continued: 
| “TI was thrown on the world when I was 7 
! years old. I tried to do honest werk, but 
' fate followed me.’ ’ | 
| Jumps to Death in Courtyard. — 

Firemen and policemen meanwhile had 

| gathered on the roof of the prison, preparing 
to capture Lacombe, who stil stood poised 
on the <dge of the roof. 
“Two hours had pemedé aince he clambered 
up. During his talk with his lawyer. prison- 
ere in adjacent cells overheard ecraps of the 
conversation and shouted: 

* Hurrah for anarchy!” 

‘ M. Boucheron urged Lacombe to be rea- 
le, but the anarchist, glancing at os 
' steeple clock which pointed to 11:28, said 

“At half past eleven all will be finished,” 
and at that bour, raising bis hand to his fore- 
head in salute, he shouted: 

“Tt is the moment! ‘Tell my mother thet 
my last thought wasofher! Farewell!” — 

He then pumped, like @ diver, to the stone 
courtyard far below and was dashed to death.

made tn the bill as it left the ways and means 
committee today. lt was carried to the gov- 
ernment printing office tonight by Mr. Under- 
wood himeelf and he expects to have it in 
readiness for the consideration of the ma- 
jority of the senate finance committee which 
meets tomorrow. , 


Additions to Free List. 

In the bill as given the printers there were 
important additions to the free list which 
include: Raw wool, boots and shoes, hide 
leather, skins, meats, lard, salt, iron ore, 
chines, typewriters, printing presses, road 
machinery, news print paper, wood pulp, 
cotton bagging, barbed wire, and steel rails. 

The president was reported to have with- 
stood renewed attacks upon the free raw 
wool schedule. 

So firm is the president's attitude reported 
to be, an attitude backed by the majority 
of his party in both branches of congress, 
that any effort of legislators to escape « 
caucus pledge on the wool schedule would 
not be tolerated. 

It became evident during the day that pro 
posale had been made between the sugar 
and wool partisans looking to a combination 
that might force the president and the sen- 
ate leaders to give some protection to both 
industries. .This danger has worried the 
senate commilttee for some time, but it was 
claimed tonight that the influence of Pres- 
ident Wilson and the demand that all Demio~ 
crates abide by the majority decision of the 
party would foree all but one or two sena- 
tors into a final acceptance of the proposed 
revision on wool. 

Income Tax Provision. 

Every person in the United States whe 
draws $3,500 per annum will be required 
under the new tariff bill to certify his income 
to the internal revenue collector of the dis- 
trict in which he resides. 

After considering the various methods in 
force abroad to collect income taxes, the 
committee determined to adopt that which 
will give the least personal inconventence. 
It is proposed to require all corporations to 
pay the tax on the dividends of each of its 
stockholders where such dividends fall with- 
in the taxable Hmits. But in addition each 
person must make a return in order that the 
government may be sure that every income 
has been reached. 

It is the expectation of the committee that 
most of the revenue derived from the income 
tax will be drawn from the incomes just 
above $4,000. As this amount is exempt, it 
must be deducted from an income and the 
rest up to $20,000 will pay 1 per cent. 


Rates Increase with Income. 

If the income is bet ween $20,000 and $50,000, 
the frst $20,000 minus $4,000 will pay 1 per 
cent and the rest will pay 2 per cent. If the 
income ts over $60,000. the first $20,000 minus 
$4,000 will pay 1 per cent, $30,000 will pay 2 
per cent, and all over $50,000 and less than

Advocates Amending Anti-Trust 
‘Law and Government Aid 
for Industrial Insurance, 


United States Senator Elect Lawrence Y. 
Sherman departed yesterday afternoon for 
Washington to take the oath of his new of- 


session of congress, Which convenes to- 
morrow. He wiif' be on the job ten days in 
advance of Senator James Hamilton Lewis, 
who is resting at Hot Springs, Ark. By 
qualifying before Lewis, who holds the longer 
term, Sherman will gain title as the senior 
@enator, 

An hour before his departure Mr. Sherman 
told the 1916 club at Hotel La Salle that the 
next four years will either witness the re- 
organization of the Republican party upon a 
“thoroughly progressive platform” or the 
end of the party. 


Predicts Greater G. 0. P. 

“I do not believe it is the end of the Re- 
Publican party,’ he asserted, ** but the be- 
ginning of thé remaking of a stronger, greater 
party. The 1916 club has a good name. Itis 
looking forward, not backward. All we need 
to remember of the past is the lesson.it has 
taught us. 

“There isn’t anything that tests the spirit 
of the individual more than the way he be- 
haves when he is down, and there isn’t any- 
thing that tests a party more than the way 
i acts when it is down and out. Tested by 
that measure the Republican party is the 
livest political party in the United States 
today. 

“It has been said the young men of the 
party are leading in the movement io re- 
habilitate, but I want to tell you that men 
who marched with Sherman to the sea are 
just as hopeful as the younger Republicans, 


Analyzes Three Defeats.. 
“We have been defeated three times in 
my generation. Two times they were straight 
out defeats, . Those voters who could not 
agree with us went over to the Democratic 
party. In the 1912 struggle those who could 
not vote our ticket stopped at the half way 
house and voted the Progressive or third 
party ticket, 
*I have gone on the idea that the voters 
who did that last year aid not mean per- 
manentiy to separate from. the party, but 
did so as a protest against some existing con- 
dition.

“T believe ina reasonable enforcement of the 
anti-trust law, as I beliéve in a reasonable 
amount of protection. 

“Our Progressive brothers believe with us 
Ahat there should be a certain Code that will 
give protection to business, large and small. 
I believe in a code that will say what busi- 
ness, great and small, may do or not do with- 
recut causi businese uncertainty. I beHeve 
with the Progressives in the regulation of in- 
terstate commerce under’ the present act. 

“ Anti-trust laws must be shorn of uncer- 
tainty. Success must cease to be the badge 
of actual or supposed criminality. A contem- 
plated business must find it possible to frame 
its line of action without fear of future in.

“And I believe in industnlal justice, but 
I do not care much for the phrase we heard 
in the campaign last year. Industrial justice 
is not now and will not with us be merely a 
campaign phrase.

Appropriations Made for Schools. 

The total appropriation for the Harrison 
Technical school for both boys and girls is 
$850,000 for site and building and $100,000 for 
equipment.

Charges that Henry Lane Wilson, United 
States ambassador to Mexico, was “ respon- 
sible, morally,”’ for the assassination of 
President Madero and Vice President Suarez 
Of Mexico were filed today with the state de- 
partment by Luis Manuel Rojas, vice preai- 
dent of the Mexican congress and grand 
Master of the Grand Masonic Lodge of the 
Valley of Mexico. 

The charges were presented to the state 
department by a special representative of 
Rojas, who traveled all the way from Mexico 
City to hington in fulfillment of his mis- 
sion. His visit was guarded with the utmost 
secrecy. His charges are in line with the 
unofficial charges made several weeks ago. 


Fixes Blame on Ambassador. 
Following are some of the Rojas charges: 
“IT accuse Henry Lane Wilson, ambassador 

of the United States in Mexico, before the just | 
opinion of the great American people as re- } 
sponsible morally for the political azeassina- 
tion of Francigco I. Madero and José Maria 
Pino Suarez, president and vice president of 
the Mexican republic, elected by the people in 
1911. 

“T accuse Ambassador Wilson of having 
thrown the weight of his enormous influence 
as representative of the government of 
Washington in Mfvor of an evident coup 
d'état at a time when the destiny of Mexico 
was in the balance. 

“I accuse Mr. Wilson, the ambassador, of 
having concocted against the legitimate gov- 
ernment of the people the threat of an imm!- 
nent armed intervention of the army of the 

United States during the days of fighting itn 
the streets of our capital, when on the con- 
trary all we democratic and liberal Mexicans 
expected to count on the sympathy and moral 
support of the American people as the most 
just and democratic on earth.

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HEALTH BULLETIN CRITICISES | 


CITY PROSECUTOR’S OFFICE 


Says Dilatory Methode of McInerney’s 


Staff Handicap Work of Department 
in Cleaning Up Shope. 


The health department yesterday contrib- 


uted a few remarks about the city admin- 
istration’s delay in obtaining and gatisfying 
judgments. 


The remarks were4sthe weekly 
bulletin, calling attention to what the de- 


partment is trying-to do toward protecting 


the public from dirty food shops. 

Here is the department’s report on one 
case: 

“On Sept. 18, 1912, suit was recommended 
against Joseph Ptascek, 533 De Koven street, 
Just about five months later—to be exact, on 
Feb. 11, 1013—a fine and costs of $82.75 were 

mposed and a warrant issued for commit- 
ment. “The record up to March 28 failed to 
show that either the warrant wae served or 
the fine collected. 

“The collection of dirt on the food stock 
goes right on without a warrant.”’ 

The remainder of the bulletin is given over 
to emphasizing the need of freshair. Here 
is the *‘ spring tonic” prescription: 

“The best ‘spring tonic” you can take is 
spring air. .Take a brisk walk in the park 
every day, drinking in large quantities of 
pure ozone. Get the spring air into every 
nook and cranny of your house. Open all the 
windows every day—let all of last winter's 
aftr out.’

Woman” Was _ Delirious 
When Will Was Made. 


1 OTHERS GIVE TESTIMONY. 


Name Appended to Document 
Giving Crabb $200,000 Es- 
tate Misspelled: 


The contest over the will of Mra Mary 
Spiegel. who died on March 27 at the resi- 
dence of Christopher Columbus Crabb, 2454 
Lake View avenue, brought forth yesterday 
a maze of conflicting and contradictory state- 
ments. In the alleged will Mra. Spiegel be- 
queathed practically her entire estate of 
‘$200,000 to Crabb. Here are some of the de- 
velopments: ; 

Tillie Erickson, a maid formerly em- 
ployed by the Crabbs, declared Mra 
Spiegel was violently delirious for two 
days before her death. The will is al- 
leged to have been executed the efter- 
noon before death. 

Examination of the will showe the 
name appended {fs spelled ‘* Speigel,”’ 
whereas the dead woman's name always 
was spelled ** Spiegel.”’ 

Ernest Jirs, former chauffeur for the 
Crabbs, said Mrs. Crabb told him at noon 
the day before Mrs. Spiegel’s death thet 
the woman was delirious and “ it would 
soon be over.” 


Women Call with Information. 

Two handsomely gowned women appeared 
at the office of Herren & Daly, counsel for the 
relatives contesting the wil, and informed 
Herren that Crabb knew there were many 
Living heirs of Lizzie Allen, who died in 1806 
ard bequeathed her fortune to Crabb. 

Crabb is declared to have made affidavit 
then that he had made gn exhaustive search 
and could find no relatives. The affidavit, 
according to Attorney Herren, is op file in 
the Probate court. 

The women who called upon Herren & Daly 
refused to give their names for publication, 
but declared that they were closely related 
t> Lizzie Allen, whose real name was Ellen 
Wilkams. She died In 1806. 

“We never knew that Lizzie Allen wae 
Ellen Williams until about nine years ago,” 
said the elder of the women, “ when Mrs. 
Mary Williants Boudain of Coburg. Ont., 
came to Chicago. Mrs. Bouchin is my cousin 
ard her father was a brother of Ellen Wil- 
liams. She came here because her father 
was sick and penniless and she wished to 
appeal to Crabb for assistance. 


Accuses Crabb of Concealment. 
“ Several months before Ellen Williams 
died, Crabb, according to Mrs. Boudain, vis- 
ited her relatives in Canada. On his return 


-all of her relatives were dead, whereupon she 
willed her property to him. 

“T went with Mrs. Boudain to gee Crabb. 
He paced the floor and finally said he would 
go to Canada to investigate. He never did 
and, Ellen Williams’ relatives never got @ 


cent of her fortune.”’

Theash 
cans which lined the sidewalks were emptied 
into primitive and insanitary wagons drawn 
by horses. The ashman’s rounds then com 
tinued as late as 9 o'clock in the mornings 


New Service Begins Soon. 

In a week or two, however, elght of the 
e:ty’s principal wards will be provided with 
a@ new rubbish clearing service, which will 
start at night and finish the work not later 
than 7 o'clock in the morning. The old fash- 
foned ash carts will be displaced by hygienic 
iron electric wagons driven by batteries, and 
these will reach the destructors outside Paris 
in a minimum time. 


Rubbish Gives Electricity. 

By ingenious economy the heat for predue- 
ing electricity for the batteries wiil be fur- 
nished by burning the rubbish. 

Each vehicke Will make three journeys 
nightly to the destructors with a load of rub- 
bish, thus meking an immense saving in the 
number of wagons required. 

As a result of this reform the washing and 
sweeping of the streets will be done after the 
rubbish is cleared instead of before as hith- 


erto.

HUERTA RIVALAPPEALS TOU. 


Pleads Justification for Rebellion 
Against New Regime. 


GIVES REASON FOR ACTION. 


Gov. Carranaza of Coahuila Calls Pro- 
visional President Traiter. 


San Antonio, Tex., April 5.—In a statement 
addressed “To the American people” and 
made public here today, Venustiaso Car 
ranaza, governor of the Mexican state of 
Coahuila and leader of the so-called consti- 
tutionalists, says in part: 

“After thirty-five years of the dictatorship 
of Porfirio Diaz, the Mexican people, not 
desiring to support it longer, broke his power 
in 1910 and elevated Francisco IL. Madéro to 
the presidency. 7 

“ Presidemt Madero confided the command 
of his forces to Gen. Victoriano Huerta, to 
whom Sefior Madero had given favor and 
honors, which he repaid with the blackest fn- 
gratitude. Gem Huerta united himeelt with 
Felix Diaz, taking prisoner the president, the 
vice president, and the cabinet. 


Tells of Huerta Repudiation. 

“Guch @ proceeding brought, as @ conse. 
quence, repudiation on the part of the gover- 
nors of Sonora and Coahuila of the go-called 
government of Gen. Huerta and from this re- 
pudiation originated the armed conflict which 
is destroying the nation anew.

Brings Kaiser and “Inter- 
" ests” Together. 


RICHEST MAN IN EMPIRE. 


Has Property in Several Coun- 
tries; Holds American 
Investments.

At a moment when people all over the world 

are endeavoring to estimate the extent of 
tho huge fortune of J. Pierpont Morgan it is 
interesting to call attention to the wealthiest 
man in the German empire who can boast of 
considerably more money even than his sov- 
ereign the kaiser. This Teuton multimil- 
lionaire le Guido Henckel, Prince von Don- 


gan and, like him, a man of the most pro- 
digious and extensive activities. 

Prince von Donneremarck’'s taxable fortane 
in Germany, exclusive of hie posscesions in 
Austria, Italy, France, Scoandinavie, and his 
extensive American investments, bas just 
been estimated by the figcal authorities at 
Berlin at $65,000,000, on which he will now 
be compelled to contribute in the nelighbor- 
hood of $3,000,000 as his share of the new 
war impost of §250,000,000 which the impe- 
rial German government is levying on all 
capital in @ermany for military and naval 
purposes over and above the ordinary ennual 
imposts. 


In Princes’ Trust. 

Much of his wealth consists of mines, par- 
ticularly those of coal and zinc, situated in 
all parts of the empire. Besides these he is 
the phosphate king of central Europe, owns 
immense small arme and ammunition facto- 
riea, ie the largest stockholder in some of 
the principal German steamship lines, pos- 
sesses real estate in almost every important 
city in the dominions of Kaiser Withelm from 
Berlin and Frankfort downwards, and le the 
leading member of the so-called princes’ 
trust, to which Prince von Furstenberg and 
the Duke of Katibor belong. 

Prince Guido is descended from Lazarus 
Henckel, who began by being the valet of 
Emperor Rudolf IL, then his most trusted 
confidant, later on his purchasing and finan- 
cial agent, and ultimately his banker. 

Some years before his death in 1608 Em- 
peror Rudolf had ennobled his banker, be- 
stowing upon him the additional nobillary 
name of Donnersmarck, and thirty years 
later his son and successor was made a baron 
of the holy Roman empire under the same 
name. A grandson of old Lazarus became 
Count Henckel of Donnersmarck in 1661; 
and in 1901 Count Guido Henckel von Donnes- 
marck was created Prussian Prince of Don- 
nersmarck and a serene nena by the pres. 
ent emperor. 

Throughout the palmy days of the French 
empire Count Henckel von Donnersmarck 
made his headquarters in Paris. 


Kept Friends Despite Handicap. 

It speaks eloquently for Prince von Don- 
nersmarck’e extraordinary cleverness and 
charm of manner that, in spite of the role 
which he played in 1870-1871 as govenor of 
Lorraine, as the adviser of Bismarck in fix- 
ing the colossal war indemnity, and of his 
marriage with a demi-mondaine who was 
known to have been a spy and a secret agent 
of the German government, he should never- 
thelesp have known how to retain the good 
will, the friendship, and even the confidence 
of his army of French acquaintances.

“In the interior of China, however, there 
exist some terrible conditions in the prisons, 
The cells are packed with men who have 
hardly room to lie down. The sanitation is 
bad, the air foul, the food abominable, and 
the sleeping places are infested with vermin

Painters Learn from Composers. 

The analogy may be carried out rather completely. As the 
musician learned to formulate his melodic transformations of 
the inarticulate expressive cries of longing, sorrow, fear, anger, 
remorse, and other phases of feeling in patterns of definite de- 
sign, so the painter is turning to geometrical forms; and as the 
musician learned the value of discord, so the painter is experi- 
menting with ugliness. There is, however, this important diffar 
ence. The painters imitate the forms and colors of nature. When 
the cubists distort them they become untrue. The musician's 
He may alter it 
at will according to any logical principle he may happen to dis- 
cover. 

The most recent of musical revolutionists to gain world wide 
recognition are the group of French composers headed by Claude 
Debussy. Their musie at first so unintelligible and therefore to 
many so irritating and so ugly presently became clear, definite, 
and beautiful, because its underlying principles of logic, system, 
and design were perceived. At this moment, also, its possibilities 
were seen to be exhausted. It remained a medium in which 
much that was beautiful might find expression, but which could 
add nothing further that was new. 

While the young Frenchmen were experimenting with the dix 
coveries of Debussy their German colleagues were repeating with! 
many expansions, but no genuine additions, the lesson learned 
from Liszt and Wagner by Richard Strauss. Much music was 
written, but none of it was really new. To show how rapid is 
the progress of the art one may cite the instance of Strauss’ 
symphonic poem, “ Death and Transfiguration,” played recently 
by the Symphony orchestra. Though written only twenty-five 
years ago it sounds today like a poor copy of a Liszt symphonie 
poem well orchestrated, and such it really is. 

It remained for Ferruccio Busoni to show how futile werd 
further repetitions of the idiom of Liszt and Wagner and to point 
the way toward nntried possibilities of the art. His most con- 
spicuous follower is Arnold Schinberg, some of whose piano pieces 
in concert arrangements by Busoni have found their way to Chi- 
cago. This seems to be real cubist music, inasmuch as no one cag 
make it out. In the piano piece, Op. 11 No. 2, there are hints of 
logic in the repetitions of themes and the general if vague outlines 
of form. Possibly these will presently seem as clear as the form 
of Debussy. Possibly also the baffling combination of two oF 
more tonalities simultaneously employed will seem to be as beau 
tiful as it now seems discordant.

Runciman Welcomes Busoni to London. 

If the Germans have been somewhat reluctant to accept thelr 
countryman, SchOnberg, it is not at all surprising that they have 
resented the artistic leadership of an Italian. Busosf’s works 
have been harshly criticised in Berlin. Perhaps that is the reason 
that the city has suddenly become distasteful to him after twenty, 
years’ residence and he has decided to make his home in London. 
On the first of March he celebrated his advent in the latter city 
by appearing as soloist with Sir Henry Woods’ orchestra and it 
devolved upoh John T. Rubiciman, who evidently has not beard of 
recent tendencies in composition, to contribute to his welcome 
with an article in the Saturday Review. This Mr. Runciman did 
im chatacteristic manner, with a curious mingling of commenda- 
tion, condemnation, misinformation, prejudice, and time honored 
tradition. He defined Mr. Busoni as “a very gteat pianist, and 
in hie present stage of development as a composer be is more of s 
pianist than a musician.”

The portrait of Edward Steichen, by Mar- 
ion H. Beckett, is a vital piece of work which 
carries off its emphatic colors. George Laks 
has an excellent portrait also, and May Wil- 
son Preston one of real delicacy. Elmer Mac- 
Rae's ‘*‘ Battleships”’ and his drawings are 
fine in color and in their feeling for child 
character. The rather sinister “Clown,” by 
M. Manigault. is interesting for its exotic 
flavor and its hard, cold, definite style. Walt 
Kuhn's large landscape with animals. 
“ Morning,’ and Leon Kroll’s ‘ Terminal 
Yards,”’ are both, in different ways, full of 
life and fire. Walter Pach. in his two allur- 
ing pictures, is in search of significant form. 
eliminating all but the base essentials of hjs 
scheme. 


But the most exciting, newly discovered 
American is Robert W. Chanler, whose 
screens have been praised already in this 
column for their original and highly decora- 
tive color and composition. 

The galleries along the avenue dre un- 
usually attractive just now. ‘At O'Brien's 
are nineteen. paintings, old. and» new, by 
Childe Hassam; at Thurber's are fifteen re- 
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son's six water and garden scenés by Henri 
Le Sidaner and numerous water colors of 
architecture and native life in Greece, Egypt, 
and Ceylon will be shown. tomorrow. At 
Reinhardt’s the Davidson exhibition will con- 
tinue another week and at Roullier’s a well 
selected exhibition of masterpieces of en- 
graving and etching began Wednesday. Also 
a remarkable collection of objects of orien- 
tal art, chiefly. old Chinese, from the house 
of Yamanaka of Kyoto and New York, will 
be shown at Thurber’s tomorrow. 

Karl Anderson's exhibition is especially 
interesting becaurce of the rapid strides this 
young painter is making toward the van- 
guard of the Ameri¢an procession. It is, I 
think, four years since he won a prize at 
Pittsburgh with the picture which was soon 
bought for the institute by the friends of 
American art, and since then he has shown 
us from year to year work of constantly in- 
creasing distinction. But this time the ad- 
vence ig more marked than usual; it be- 
comes evident. that we have here @ painter 
who will take high rank among prodern art- 
iste.

In at least one 
ctitic’s opinion they are the best Mr. An- 
derson has done, and they make a new point 
of departure for our hopes of him. 
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In passing from the Anderson exhibition to 
that of Childe Hassam I was surprised by 
the feeling that the latter artist, one of our 
most distinguished contemporaries, would 
have to look to his laurels. His recent pic- 
tures are relatively fixed and hard, they have 
lost that fluidity, that rippling iridiscence, 
which has been the special beauty of his 
style. In this exhibition the change is 
marked, for the tightness of such works of 
the last year as “ The Enchanted Hour,” or 
“Springtime,” is brought into sharp con- 


trast with the limpidity and wonderful tonal | 


beauty of ‘“‘Summer,” that masterpiece of a 
decade ago, which Mrs. Chauncery Blair 
lends to this exhibition. 

Mr. Hassam’'s rank and fame are assured. 
Any man who can paint a single picture of 
this quality will be remembered as one of the 
finest artists of his time, and several pic- 
tures of this quality, though probably none 
better, await the future’s praise. But for 
that very reason one cannot forbear a pang 
at the possibility that his best work is done.

Impressive Ceremony Marks Celebra- 
tion of Champions’ Victory. 


Atlanta, Ga., April 5.—Attended by ail the 
converttional ceremonies of the big leagues, 
the bageball season of 1913 was inaugurated 
at the federal] penitentiary heretoday. There 
was a parade through the prison grounds be- 
hind the prison band, @ march across the 
field, and the raising of the 1912 champion- 
ship pennant. The flag fight last season at 
the prison again proved that there is some- 
thing in a name, for the pennant. was won 


by the Giants, a team composed of men of 


the stone cutting shop. 

The new season started with eight teama, 
and today there was a double header. The 
Tigers beat the Cubs, 12 to 8, and the cham- 
pion Giants defeated the Crackers, 9 to 1. 
The Giants had as their pitcher a negro 
known ae “Georgia.” but more often referred 
to by the prisoners as “Black Matty.” This 
pitcher won fifteen straight games last sea- 
scn, In addition to the teams competing in 
today’s double bill the prison league member- 
ship includes the Athletics, the Pirates, the 
Climbers, and the Hustlers. 


Denounce Umpires as “Rebbers.” 

All of the more than 800 prisonérs today 
were given the freedom of the grounds. . The 
real fans gathered as close to the dlamond as 
they could and “ rooted” with all the vim 
and enthusiasm of their protetypes on the 
outside. The umpires, selected from among 
the prisoners, were freely and frankly de- 
nounced as “robbers.” The partisanship 
among the fans wag intense at times. 

“ Take him out and putin‘ 66,’ " yelled ons 
enthusiaat. 

“Come on, you old moonshiner,’’ yelled an- 
other. 

The federal prison boasts of a bellwether 
among the fans. He is a fat darky called 
‘Old Sam,” and heiga “lifer.” This fact, 
however, did not deter Sam from calling upon 
“ Fathead,” second baseman of the Giants, 
to knock a home run. 

“Do it, Fat, and I'll send you scmething 
when I get out,"’ promised Sam. 


Flag Raising Impressive. 

The flag raising was an impressive cere- 
mony. The baseball diamond isin the shad- 
ows of the great concrete walls surrounding 
the prison. About the flagpole were grouped 
all the players, surrounded by the other pris- 
oners. The flag was bestowed upon the 
Giants with a speech from a prisoner, a man 
prominent in the news of the country at one 
time.

ATCHER JIMMY ARCHER of the 
Chicago Cubs owes his position as 
the greatest backstop in major 
league baseball in part to the fact 
that he fell into a vat of scalding 

Sap on Feb. 18, 1902, while working in a 
cooperage factory in Toronto. 

When Archer emerged from the hospital 
three months later the cords of his right 
arm hed contracted unt!fl it was one inch 
shorter than the left. The cords also pre- 
vented him from drawing back his arm to 
make a long follow through throw, while 
the pain of such an attempt was intense. 

Therefore, by necessity, Jimmy was 
forced to adopt the squat position and snap 
throw, which he has made famous and 
which has no imitators. 

Archer figures that his position gives him 
@n advantage of five steps of a fast base 
runner at full speed because he is able to 
snap shots to the bases without getting 
set for the throw. - ' Hits computations are 
interesting. 

The Cub catcher estimates that while 
straightening up and drawing back his arm 
to get the ball in position to throw the base 
runner would advance two. steps; that two 
steps would be gained while he was taking 
@ step forward and getting set, and that 
the position of the ball back over his shoul- 
der where most throws originate would 
account for the fifth step.

Granting these figures to be correct, the 
difference between Archer’s gnap throw of 
necessity and the throw he might be mak- 
ing, except for the accident, would casily 
average one stolen base per game by the 
opposition. To a man catching 118 games, 
as Archer did last year, that would mean 
118 opposing stolen bases cut off--for run- 
ners are wary of Archer's marksmanship— 
which is enough to turn the tide in :nany 
games.

Now these facts should not be construed 
as advice to ambitious young catchers to 
fall into a scalding vat. Archer could not 
speak for two days from the shock of his 
experience and it required careful nursing 
to save his life. His right arm and hand 
and his right leg—his left side escaped in 
the shallow yat—are scarred from the 
burns, 

Immediately after the accident his arm 
and hand were a lobster red, and as the 
hand showed Archer was sensitive about its 
appearance, He consulted several doctors, 
but finally followed the advice of an old 
German, who told him to get a puppy, feed 
it carefully to keep it in perfect health, 
and then to rub the grease from the puppy 
on his arm. So unfortunate Mr. Puppy 
went to the abattoir and his good fat went

It 
was a business that appealed to me in every 
respect... The more I looked Into it the more 
I became infatuated with ft, and I felt that 
IT at last had found the proper niche im life. 
Two years of my Ufe had been spent in the 
mill, and there wasn't an intricate phase of 
the business that I didn’t tackle with su- 
premeée confidence.

Good Salesmanship Wins Promotion. 

I went on the road and I made good. I 
say this with pride, for I was an exceedingty 
young man to, buck up against the arguments 
and the selling knowledge of the veteran 
salesmen who were selling the goods of our 
compétiters.

Reel from Wire Spool. 

A clothesline reel in a city where smoke 
and dust abound ig almost a necessity and 
in any case is a handy thing to have. 

The drawings show a reel constructed by a 
boy for his kite‘string, for which purpose ft 
was successful, but the idea is good for 
clothestines,as well. One can pick up a wire 
reel such as electric wire comes on, at any 
électric shop, where they are as cheap as 
spools in a coat factory, which means they 
cost practically nothing.

Of ali branches of work connected with 
the making of airships and aeroplanes none 
is more important nor more interesting than 
the designing and building of aerial pro- 
pellers.

How to Make 


HE most common disease among chicks 
is bowel trouble. Thousands of small 
chicks succumb yearly to one form of 
thig disease called white diarrhea. Its 
appearance im a flock will cause alarm 
to the experienced poultry raiser, for he 
knows how rapidly it will spread and the 
havoc it is Mable to bring about. 

Some poultry men claim this disease is more 
prevalent among incubator hatched and 
brooder raised chicks. Close investigation 
has proven the fallacy of such an assertion. 
Hen hatched and reared chicks are just as 
liable to this disease. Of course, an improp- 
erly heated and ventilated brooder has much 
to do in briaging on this disease, which 
accounts, no doubt, for some poultrymen 
making this claim. - 

Certain weather conditions make the chicks 
more susceptible to bowel trouble. Damp, 
gloomy days or exceptionally hot days in 
summer are more favorable for ite appear- 
ance. Improper protection from dampness, 
insufficient heat, or exposure to hot sun rays 
without the proper amount of shade during 
hot days bring about conditions which tend 
toward breeding this disease, and assist ma- 
terially in spreading it more rapidly. 

Bowel trouble in most cases ie nothing 
more nor less than acute intestinal indiges- 
tion caused by the inability of the intestinal 
organs to properly digest the foods, and the 
thus indigested food acting as an irritant re- 
sulte in diarrhea. 

Impure drinking water is one of the causes. 
Chicks must have. clean, pure water; it is 
just ae important to them as it is to human 
beings. Drinking fountains which cannot 
be easily cleaned and scoured should never 
be used at any time. Vessels which permit 
chicks to get into it should also be avoided. 
During,.warm weather fresh water should be 
’ supplied several times during the day, and 
such water should be protected from expos- 
ure to the sun and the scratchings of the lit- 
ter. 


s * ° 
Chicks Must Be Kept Warm. 

Chilling is one of the common causes for 
bowel trouble. During cold weather chicks 
require more heat than in warmer weather. 
*When the outside temperature is below the 530 
degree mark there is little danger of over- 
heating the brooder chicks, and the flock will 
not be much affected at a temperature even 
as high ae 112 to 115 degrees, which is 9 and 
12 degrees higher than that of an incubator 
during its operation. But, on the other hand, 
if the outside temperature is above the 70 
mark, long exposure to a temperature of 
over 100 degrees is apt to affect the flock 
quiet seriously and this algo causes bowel 
trouble. 4 

Chicks must be kept comfortably warm, and 
in order to carry this out successfully the 
hover heat must be regulated in keeping 
with the. outdoor weather conditions. 
Next to chilling indiscretions in feeding or 
careless feeding are the most prolific causes 
of this disease among the baby chicks. They 
must have a variety of foods and sufficient of 
each so they can properly balance their ra- 
tions. Fed on one grain food or kept on short 
rations and thus starvéd into eating some- 
thing mot good for them at that particular 
time makes them easy preys to bowel trouble. 
Good, clean commercial chick feed put up 
by a reliable firm which makes a specialty 
of poult foods ig a.safe food. The so-

the mills, is as a rule a poor food to say the 
least, and the most expensive in the end, for 
one pays for a lot of chaff and other mate- 
rial which the chicke will not eat. 

Chicks in confinement cannot pick up the 
vegetable matter which they could if given 
free range. It is therefore of the utmost im- 
portance that raw vegetable food be sup- 
plied in sufficient quantities. 

During the early part of the season whep 
grasses, etc., are scarce, raw potatoes o 
beets are a most satisfactory vegetable food 
and should be fed, chopped up fine, once each 
day. A little fresh lettuce or tender sprouted 
oats is good and much relished. 

Chicks, like human beings, enjoy a boiled 
dinner for a change, and for this purpose 
boiled cracked rice or wheat with a little salt 
seasoning cannot be surpassed. In every 
case these grains should be boiled almost 
dry and fed when cool, but should not be 
given as a regular diet. 

When the first symptoms of bowel trouble 
are noted in the flock take some scalded 
sweet milk, into which mix a little grated nut- 
meg, and give them all they want of this to 
drink instead of water. Feed them on boiled 
rice sprinkled with fine bone meal until the 
symptoms have disappeared. If this treat- 
ment does not check the disease it is adviza- 
ble to resort to some reliable diarrhea rem- 
edy, separate the sick from the healthy, and 
thoroughly disinfect the brooder and run. 

After all it is better and easier to prevent 
the disease by following the foregoing sug- 
gestions than it is to cure it.

' Questions and Answers. 

Poultry Editor Tribune: What will I give 
chickens suffering with cholera? What is the 
cause of it, and what food should they have? 
I have lost four with this disease, notwith- 
standing the fact I have isolated them dur- 
ing their sickness. An early reply will be 
appreciated. M. B. C., City. 

Answer: Do not advise trying to cure a 
fowl having a severe case of cholera. Even 
if cured they would not amount to much 
thereafter. Kill those affected and burn the 
carcasses. It is dangerous to the balance of 
the flock to have them about the premises. 
Cholera is caused by infection with the 
specific germ of the disease. This diseas# 
may be carried from one flock to another by a 
sparrow, pigeons, or other birds. When one 
bird gets affected in a flock, a common car- 
rier of the disease is the drinking water and 
feed, which may be fouled by the discharges 
of the diseased bird. Sometimes the germ is 
transmitted through the inhaling of the dust 
from a coop or box used by a fowl so infected. 
Possibly when you removed the birds affected 
you did not take the other necessary precau- 


tionary measures to stamp the disease out. 
First of all the mobiles and run should be 
thoroughly cleaned and disinfected, all nest- 
ing material taken from the nesting boxes 
and burned, all dropping boards sprinkled 
with air slacked lime, all drinking vessels 
scoured out, and all feed hoppers, grifboxea, 
etc., cleaned out and disinfected. In the 
drinking water dissolve one-tenth of a grain 
of corrosive sublimate to every quart of 
water and give them no other water to drink. 
If these suggestions are carefully followed 
you will stamp out the disease within a short 
time. 

Poultry Editor Tribune: Will you kindly 
inform the writer what he can do to break a 
hen from the egg eating habit. I am feeding 
oyster shells, mica grit, beef scraps, bone 
meal, and charcoal, but she still persists in 
eating eggs. I have also loaded eggs with 


red pepper and soft soap, but to no ad-' 


vantage. I have her penned up at present.

Answer: If you had pi¢ced your nests in a 
dark, secluded place she never would have 
acquired the habit. I have found it almost 
imposgible to break them of this habit.

Ip our own country it has been as common 
at ‘imes as’typhoid. Often it is mild, but 
sometimes, during a bad epimedic, the death 
rate has reached 90 per cent But. this last 
will never be recorded again. The general 
death rate has been reduced from 80 per 
cent to 16 per cent by an American, Dr. Si- 
nion Flexner, of the Rockefeller Institute 
of Medical Research. 

Dr. Fiexner’s specific is an anti-serum 
much likgthat for diphtheria. itis prepared 
by accustoming a horse, which has a high 
natural power of resistance to meningitis, to 
increasing doses of the germs and their tox- 
ins. In the end the horse's blood acquires 
such a power of resisting the germs that they 
no longer inconvenience the animal. Then 
some of this horse blood is drawn off and in- 
jected into the veins of a human patient.

Some Advantages of Small Farm. 

“ Nothing in this bulletin should be iriter- 
preted to mean that the time has come when 
the average farm in the corn belt should 
be reduced to twenty or forty acres, We do 
mot mean any such thing. It seemis perfect- 
ly clear that the majority of farms should 
contain 80 to 160 acres. 

‘The small farmer cannot expect to clear 
as much as the larger one in the most fa- 
vorable seasons. But on the other hand, his 
loss will be much less in unfavorable sea- 
sons. He has less risk not only be- 
cause he has, less invested in tedms, ma- 
chinery, feed, etc., and has entirely eliminat- 
ed the important item of expense for hired 
help, Dut also because he can keep closer 
watch of everything and in case of sudden 
storms can care for his smaller acreage more 
quickly. 

“ Generally, too, the income of the small 
farmer will be more evenly divided between 
several products than is that of the larger 
farmer, and consequently his chances of 
heavy loss are much reduced. In case of 
poor crops the small farmer can lose littl 
besides his living expenses, because his run- 
ning expense is small, but the large farmer 
who operates on borrowed capital has his 
interest to pay and heavy running expenses, 
incToding hired labor. One adverse season 
may consume the profits of several favor- 
able ones. 

* 
Study Incoming Shipments. 

“ The capital invested in a small farm is 
often of minor importance, the owner's labor 
being the main producing factor, but on large 
farms or even on farms of moderate size in- 
terest on the investment may be much more 
than the value of one man’s labor. Nearly 
everything on the smal] farm returns a 
larger percentaage of profit because every- 
thing receives the owner’s personal atten- 
tion. He does all the work and does it much 
better than hired men can be expected to, 
and this difference is enough to make the 
difference betwee a loss and a good profit. 

“Generally the man on less than eighty 
acres cannot afford to grow much grain. 
Ae a rule he should aim to produce those 
things that are shipped into his home town 
rather than those that are shipped out. A 
glance at any grocer’s stock is sufficient to 
show that he is obliged to import much that 
could be profitably grown in the vicinity. 
Strawberries, blackberries, grapes, melons, 
cabbage, tomatoes, onions, sweet pota- 
toes, and potatoes are among the products 
that are annually shipped into many of the 
towns fn this region, and during the season 
when they could be supplied by the neigt 
boring farms. 

** Of the products adapted to small farms 
for which there is a more general market 
hogs and alfalfa will probably take the lead. 
Dairying can always be resorted to. The 
srowing of improved seed corn can well be 
handled on the smal! farm; 100 or more hens 
can always be made profitable. No one man 
will prodyce all of these, and for that reason 
there is room for several small farms near 
every town of even a few hundred inhabit- 
ants. Near the larger cities small farmer’, 
truckers, and dairymen are numerous and

Keep Up Soil’s Producing Power. 

“ A few cows, a few hogs, and a good many 
hens will work in nicely with almost any 
combination of crops. If many hogs are kept 
most of the farm should be in alfalfa, and 


hay and hogs would be the producté sold. Po~ 


tatoes .or seed corn can be handled with 
hogs and alfalfa. Often a pasture has to be 
plowed up, and this makes an excellent 
place for either corn or potatoes. If cream 
or butter is to be gold enough hogs should 
be kept to make a profitable use of the niilk. 
the number of types of farming and combina- 
tions of crops that can be adopted is large. 
It will bé seen that some of.these types are 
almost independent of local markets. 

“Every man must make a careful study 
of the local conditions, his own preferences, 
and the crops and stocks he selects. Of 
these he should become an expert producer, 
Every foot of ground should be kept busy 
as much of the time as possible, and to do 
this catch crops, such as turnips, pumpkins, 
millet, sorghum, and early varieties of corn 
are planted late for feed, must often be re- 
sorted to. Frequently béfore one crop is off 
the ground another tay be started. The 
producing power of the soil must be kept 
at the maximum by the use of manure and 
leguminous crops. 

“Tt is not the intention of the writer to 
encourage city men who know nothing of 
farming to go on farms expecting easy work 
and large profits. Without economy and 
hard work success should not be expected 
on any farm. Experience is as necessary 
as insany other line of work. The more in- 
tensive the methods the more necessary eX~ 
perience becomes. It is true that inexperi- 
enced men frequently make successful farm- 
ers from the start, but this also is true of 
any other line of business. 

“Tt should Be emphasized that each of 
the men whose farms have been described 
was young, strong, and full of energy; that 
he was an experi farmer, and already 
familiar with the focality before starting on 
his small farm.”

Needs Men of Western Type. 

Chicago.—{ Forward to the Land Bureau. }— 
Can you give me reliable information in @ 
general way about Florida, its possibilities 
and its drawbacks? I have heard so many 
conflicting stories about the state that I have 
become confused as to what to believe. 

F. H. 

That i@ @ pretty broad question. It is 
ably answered, in the opinion of the editor 
of this department, in a letter which B. F. 
Williamsom of Gainesville, Fia., recently 
addressed to the bureau. He had been asked 
to give his personal views as to existing con- 
ditions and the future possibilities of the 
state inan agrcultural way. 

“What we need most in Fiorida,”’ writes 
Mr. Williameon, “is the good western type 
who will study conditions and produce the 
food consumed by our live stock and our 
people. It is estimated by the state agri- 
cultural experiment station that our iands 
are capable of producing more’ forage and 
feedstuffs per acre than either lowa or Ne- 
braska, and the heads of these departmen*‘s, 
who are practical men, come from the states 
of lowa and Kansas, and these statements 
are based ypon actual results. 

“ A’ large percentage ofthe corn, hay, and 
oats, butter, beef, and pork are produced 
outside of the state, yet feeding tests and 
grazing conditions have shown that Florida 
can produce a pound of pork and a pound of. 
beef cheaper than it is being produced In any 


“ Our soils are not ag rich as some of the 
western soils, but even In your state of IIli- 
nois you are now having to use fertilizer to 
get the best resulta, and the ingredient that is 
deficient in your soil, and eventually becomes 


deficient in every soll, is phosphate. The 
three principal ingredients of commercial 
fertilizer are phosphoric acid, potash, and 
nitrogen. , 

“Our soils are capable of producing quick 
and jbuxuriant growth of native legumes 
which return nitrogen to the soil in large 
quantities and rapidly, Our rainfall isample, 
being 40 t6 SO inches perannum. We mine 70 
per cent of the phosphate that is mined in the 
United States—and the travesty of the situa- 
tion is that the high grade phosphates so 
necessary to plant production are shipped 
to Burope. The other element—potash—is 
the least expensive ef the three and Is the 
most prevalent in the earth’s crust, so you 
may gather some idea of the great possi- 
bilities of this state when you consider some 
of these fundamentals carefully and realize 
the great opportunity for the right men who 
will farm as they do in the west.

It takes little time to make one of these 
little aprons and I put mine in a tea shop in 
my home tewn and have no trouble in selling 
them. One good school drees with four or 
five of these pretty ttle aprons, and a child 
is always as clean as one could wish it to be. 

If one desires to make white aprons, lace 
trimmed, they can do so at a cost of 23 cents 
each. I hope this will help some one, espe- 
clally; some mother who is straining every 
nerve to make both ends meet.

More than this, she knows how to take 
care of you. Long experience has taught 
her how to lft you and turn you and feed 
you and wait upon you. She knows how to 
adjust bandages, how to pile up pillows so 
that they will be a support in just the right 
Way, how to arrange the covers to the best 
effect, how to shade the light and direct the 
air from the window. All these branches 
of knowledge are part of her stock in trade. 
the qualities which fit her to be the best 
kind of a trained nurse. 

So much for her relations toward you. 
How about yours toward her? How ghall 
the trained nurse be treated? What is her 
standing in the household? 

That depends a good deal, of course, upon 
the sort of household she enters. You know 
very well there are many different kinds 
of these. In one the nurse is considered 
as little more than a servant, or at best 
an automaton. She is hired to discharge 
certain duties and having done these prop- 
erly no further thought is given to her. I 
regret to say there are even establishments 
in which her need of food and rest is ig- 
nored 


* 

Thought Nurse Merely Machine. 

_ A trained nurse—one of the best I ever 
knew-—told me once of her experience in a 
family where she was called to nurse a very 
iil patient. For forty-eight hours she was 
kept on duty, her meals sent to her in the 
sickroom, no suggestion made of her lack 
of rest or freeh air. At the end of the time 
the doctor noticed her heavy eyes and in- 
quired when she had taken her sleep and 
recreation. The family expressed surprise 
at her need of either. 

**I supposed a trained nurse was able to 
do without sleep,” said one of them with 
dignity. “‘It never o¢curred to me that 
when we.were paying some one $25 a week 
she would,think she could take six or seven 
hours off for sleep every day! 

The trained nurses of my experience have 
always been ready to forego repose and ex- 
ercise when emergencies heve arisen which 
made it unsafe for them to leave the patient, 
{ have tried to meet them with the same 
consideration I would like to have accord- 
ed to me in similar conditions; to bear in 
mind that the nurse's health is her best 
asset, and that if this is lost or even im- 
paired her money earning power is dimin- 
ished. She is obliged to take care of her- 
self as she would of a machine on which she 
depended for her livelihood. When her 
strength goes everything goes. 

“ Twenty-five dollara a -week seems a 
frightfully large sum to pay a nurse! *’ some 
one complained to me a while ago.

She Earns Her Pap. 

Consider the work and responsibility put 
upon her in a case of serious illness. Think 
of the contingencies she may be called 
upon to meet; that the doctor and the 


‘family hold her accountable for the pa-_ 
tient’'s well being. Recall the disagreeable 


duties she has to discharge, her broken 
rest, the endless patience she must ‘display, 
the peculiarities and idiosyncrasies of in- 
valide to which she must adjust herself. 
Never can she indulge herself tn irritabil- 
ity ot intolerance, but must always bear 
in mind the well being of the patient and 
put her own mental or physical malease 
in the background. — 

O, she certainly earns her pay. And 
when you consider that she gets this only 
when she is engaged in depo and nerve

racking toll, that if she les by for rest 
and repair it means a total cessation of her 
income, that out of this she must pay not 
only her current expenses but put aside 
money for her later life—for no one wants 
an old trained nurse—I think you will reach 
the conclusion that $25 a week is not the 
affluence it seems at the first glance! 

When you have a trained nurse in the 
house try to bear in mind that she is a 
human being as well as a machine fitted 
for a sick room. I don't mean only in such 
ordinary decencies/as seeing that she is 
properly nourished and that her hours for 
rest and outing are strictly observed. 
Treat’ her in oher things as though she 
were an educated and well bred woman, 
and unless she is an exception to her class 
she will appreciate your recognition of her 
humanity, The trained nurses I have met 
have nearly all been thoughtful women 
who had a much higher aim in their pro- 
fession than the mere inten¥on of earning 
their ving, and they have rgvealed to me 
ea side of life which had been hitherto 
practically unknown to me. 

= 
Gossiping About Patients. 

By this I do not mean that they gossiped 
about their other patients. One of the first 
principles for a nurse's guidance must be 
discretion, and the old saying that a dog 
which will fetch a bone will. carry one is 
immediately suggested by the repetition on 
the nurses’ part of any bit of talk about 
houses where they have been employed and 
patients whom they have nursed. 

I have had nurses in my home for weeks, 
so that they have come to seem like old 
friends and I have talked with them freely 
on many subjects without ever hearing 
from them the mention of a name or ofa 


clew which would give me any idea of the’ 


identity of those of whom they have told 
me interesting tales. More than this, no 
bit of scandal has escaped them, and all 
my converse with them hae given mé the 
comfortable sensation that since they 
brought no gossip to me they would take 
none away with them. Their experience 
has given t=em wide views of life, their 
observations are well worth hearing, and 
they draw deductions which are often dis- 
tinctly Uluminating. 

The old days of the Sairey Gamp type 
are long—and happily—past. There are still 
women who go into the nurses’ profession 
merély as a means of livelihood, and even 
among these there are good workers, con- 
scientious and skilled. But I like best those 
who take up nursing because of their in- 
born love for the work or as a means of 
service. To me they seem more dedicated 
to the great effort of relieving pain and 
suffering, of making life easier for the sick 
and helpless. 

But are tMere, then, no poor nurses? In- 
deed there are; and I grieve to say Hhat 
gome of them are extremely objectionable. 
Certain of them have come my way, either 
by observation or by hearsay. There was 
the middie aged woman who said she had 
seen better days and lamented constantly 
that she should have to descend to the 
“ menial offices,’’ as she called them, con- 
nected pith the care of her patient. and 
made the entire family feel guilty of cruelty 
in that they benefited by her offices. There 
was the silly young thing with her head 
full of her admirers, who dressed herself 
up “fit to kill” whenever she went out. 
(Truth obliges me to say that ehe took 
good care of her patient, however.) There 
was the other one who informed the in-, 
valid upom whom she was in attendance 


_that her three preceding patiente had all 


died! There was stfll another who sat and 
whistled in the intervals of waiting on her 
nervous patient. 

Undesirable as were all these, they can- 
not Be taken as representatives of their 
class. Rather are “they rare samples of 
what the trained nurse ought not to be, and 
a striking contrast to the average of their 
profession. The majority of these, in my 
belief, are noble, hard working, conscien- 
tious women, who help to make the dark 
places of suffering better and brighter by 
their presence and their work.

If you wish to make an ornamental quilt 
of velvet and satin there is no question 
that it is easier to do this when you are en- 
riched by the gifts of pleces that will serve 
your punpose. But how about the comfort- 
ere that are to be in active use? Is there 
much economy in making those of scraps, 
when you reflect on how cheaply and easily 
they can be made of new material? 

Look, for instance, at the big quilts made 
of cheesecloth. You can get this in white 
or in colors for from 6 to 9 cents a yard, and 
a yard wide, Siikoline in attractive designs 
is 15 cents a yard or less. Both make ex- 
cellent comforters, which can be washed 
or cleansed, and do not gather and hold 
dust as do covers made of woolen goods. 

Whether the comforters ave composed of 
few pieces of many, the cost of lining, fill- 
ing, quilting, or tying Is the same. The 
quilts which are made of small scraps de- 
mand incontparably more time to put to- 
gether. If your time is worth anything at 
all don’t you think it rather poor economy 
to spend uncounted heurs in patching frag- 
ments of goods va la in order to save 
the cost of 4 few yards of silkoline or 
‘cheesecloth? 

I would like to know how yow house- 
keepers feel about this. Mind you, Iam not 
including patchwork quilts which are made 
for ‘the beauty of the patterns, or silk 
spreads, composed of velvet and silk, and

Cake Icing That Stays Soft.

pie for Mrs. A. R. B., who has asked for it: 

“ Line the outside of a deep pie pan with 
a rich pie crust and bake inverted in oven; 
then use this filling: One cup of light brown 
Sugar, one and a half large tablespoonfule 
of flour, one cup water;yolks of two eggs, 
one teaspoon of Vanilla. Cook this mixture 
until it thickens and then pour it into the 
baked crust. The beaten whites of the 
eggs. to which have been added one table- 
spoon of powdered sugar, should be put 
on the top and browned in the oven.

SOFT ICING [I.}~Sir contectionets’ 
sugar into cold water, beginning with four 
tablespoons water and a cup and a half of 
sugar, a little at a time, adding flavoring as 
desired. Spread on the cake when the icing 
is the desired thickness. 

SOFT ICING [II.]}—Beat the whites ‘of 
two eggs until foamy, but not stiff: then ata 
gtadually halfacup of confectioners’ sugar, 
the flavoring yeu desire, and beat wi 
wire egg whip until it is smooth and cud. 

OYSTER SALAD—For thie select s 
oysters, or, if you cannot get these,cut lafge 
oysters into two or three pieces. Do fot 


chop them. Drain the lMquor from fhe 


oysters and. for each cupful of thése 
an equal quantity of crisp celery cut into 
half inch lengths. Sprinkle them with salt 
lightly before putting with the oyste 
mix and stir into them mayonnéise drenstng 
made very stiff, as the oyster moistire 
thins it. Arrange on lettuce leaves. lining 
a salad bowl, and pour more mayonnaise 
over the oysters and celery after they ve 
in the dish. Serve very cold.

These bright touches of color are 
most characteristic. 

Many smart wash suits have becon made up 
for swmmer in styles similar to those shown in 
worsteds and silke.

Balkan Dive, are 
fashionable. .Cotton ratine and eponge are 
also being used largely thie reason, and other 
novelty wash fabrics are being employed with 
excellent effect.

hack of Forethought an Obstacle. 

i am a Chicago teacher with a wife and 
two young children to support. My problem 
is to dogthis in a way suited to my station 
in the community and save something each 
year fora home, While my income is larger 
than that of many contributors to this col- 
umn of Tug Trisuneg, there are many de- 
mands upon’my salary to which many an- 
other family income would not be subject, 
and it is only by exercising foresight and 
restraint that we manage to lay by.some- 
thing each year. 

I keep a careful account of expenditures. 
The purpose of this is merely to keep our- 
sélves posted as to our finances; we donot 
make any rigid apportionment of income 
among the different items of expense, believ- 
ing that systems of accounting, like the Sab- 
bath, were made for man, and holding our- 
selves free to judge when the occasion arises 
whether a prospective purchase is justifi- 
able. 

Following are a few of the ways by which 
we keep down the cost of living: 

We buy* our groceries in quantities when- 
ever there is sufficient price inducement, tak- 
ing advantage of the department store sales 
as far as practicable. Sugar is usually pur- 
chased at a substantial reduction in com- 
bination with other’articles. Oatmeal may 
be ‘bought in ten pourd bags materially 
cheaper than in packages. We drink no tea 
or coffee on health grounds, but use a great 
deal of cocoa instead. 

The meat ptoblem, which looms so large 
in many family budgets, does not exist for 
us. We do not care for meat oftener than 
every other day, and round steak or a cheaper 
grade of stew satisfies us perfectly. Round 
steak of average quality, if macerated well 


and rolled in flouP before frying, will be 


tender and palatable. 

We find little difference except in price 
between colored butterine at 25 cents a 
pound and creamery butter at 40 or 45 cents. 
If one will color the butterine at home a 
further economy of several cents a pound is 
possible, but as yet we have not cared to 
bother with this. 

The laundry problem is solved by doing 
the washing ourselves every second Satur- 
day (being a teacher I am at liberty on Sat- 
urday]. An electric iron helps to ease the 
task of ironing, although table clothe and 
sometimes other articles hard to iron are sent 
to a public laundry. A high grade laundry 
soap selling at 5 cents a bar costs but $3.75 
per hundred bars. We use gas for cooking 
and electricity for lighting; a saving was 
effected by the purchase of a portable gas 


‘oven for baking 4n small quantities, 


Those who would fight the high cost of 
living should realize that economical living 
does not mean cheap living. The principal 
obstacles to economical living are foolish 
prejudice and lack of forethought. 

Many people consider it beneath them to 
use anything else than the best grade of hard 
coal. By investing in an underfeed furnace 
at a somewhat higher initial cost I am able 
to use a medium grade of soft coal with en- 
tirely satisfactory results and effect a re- 
duction of one-third or more in the annual 
coal bill. 

The financial problem of each family will 
differ in details from that of every other, 
but by exercising forethought much may be 
done, as in our case, to dispel the high cost

This pattern is nothing more dificult than 
the loose sbirt waist biouse Without yoke 
or under arm pieces. To it is added @ pepium 
and sleeves; either the ordinary two piece 
coat sleeve, long or three-quarter length, or 
the newer one piece loose sleeve that is fulled 
into a six inch cuff. 

The. skirt worn with the Russian blouse 
may be any of the new models,-but the sim- 
pbest is always best, save for the home drese- 
maker whose work is out of the amateur 
class. While the draped skirts are worn, they 
are not to my mind as suitable for a coat sult 
as the more tallored effects. A five gored 
skirt is always good style, but the two piece 
or three piece skirts are smarter and do away 
with so many seams. if you insist on drapery 
choose a model that is caeaght up a Mitle at 
the left side seam. 

When a woman is used to making her own 
clothes and‘ has a good shirt waist pattern 
that fits her, she will find it easy to adapt 
it to the peplum or skirt of the coat.

The wisest plan is to choose a modei that 
you think will suft your figure and is not 
too complicated in its trimmings and cut 
from the pattern, Full directions are given 
by most of the standard pattern companies, 
and a@ woman with any general knowledge 
of sewing finds them easy to follow. \In buy- 
ing a skirt pattern get the hip measure 
rather than the waist measure, and in a coat 
take the bust measure loosely, as it is much 
easier for the beginner to take in a coat than 
to enlarge it.

E. L.: Short petticoats may be joined to 
corset covers to make the combination gar- 
ment which has taken the place of the separ- 
ate articles. There are many arguments in 


favor of the various types of combination 


garments. the main ones. being that »s 
smoother: fit! and; more: graceful: appearance 
are given to the outer garments when the 
combination sults are worn, and it costs less 
to launder these than it does the separate 
articles requited for the same purpose, 

Many women object to the colored ribbons 
in underwear, and this seems a reasonable 
and just objection. It doesn’t seem in 
especially good taste to have colored ribbons 
when a transparent dress or waist is, worn. 
There is, however, another reason for elim- 
inating these ribbons—one, pérhaps. which 
will make an equally strong appeal—that 
is, the costliness of them; for, regardless of 
the term wash ribbon, these ribbons will not 
wash satisfactorily if left in the garments; 
they do not successfully withstand the boil- 
ing and starching that underwear muést or- 
dinarity have. Even to remove and wash 
them separately by a more gentle method 
does not always result in success; 80 it is 
really better to use the narrow.linen tape, 
which is far iess expensive and Which washes 
perfectly, and will, in many Cases, outwear 
the garment. 

If a made over or repaired corset cover or 
nightgown does not seem worth new beading 
try basting a narrow linen tape on the out- 
side, at the edge of the neck and armholes, 
or the lower edge of the sleeves, just below 
the lace or embroidery edging; then work a 
herringbone stich over it, being careful not 
to catch the tape tothe garment. Remove 
the basting and you have a pretty trimming 
and a beating which may be drawn up the 
game as ribbon or tape in a lace beading. 
Use about a quarter-inch tape and a strong 
linen thread.

T. R.: There are many good points in favor 
of one piece garments for children, apart 
from the most important one of being easy 
to maké. If cut over a good pattern they 
give ease and free movement without the 
distress which starched seams and smal!

The three-quarter two piece sleeves were 
finished with a straight band of biack satin, 
and were set in with just a bit of fullness, 
merely eased up, as it were. 

The peplum was circular, Only slightly cut 
away in front, with the bottoms rounded. It 
was stitched in the same way as the etge 
of the blouse. e joining to the coat was 
especially easy, as the peplum was not lined, 
was set on the band of iwe blouse, and the 
seam covered with a folded belt of black 
satin. This had two straight ende, cut bias 
on the bower edge, that fell from the belt at 
the left side where the blouse opened, 

This bejt finish is stylish and a real boom 
to the home sewer who finds cording and 
neat finish difficult. It is made from satig 
cut on the bias and drawn into four or five 
overlapping folds turned down. The sash 
effect is cut from a straight strip four inches 
wide. is cut double and the upper end is 
six inches long, and the lower eight. The 
ends may be sloped, cut straight, and fin- 
ished with fringe, or drawn to a point with 
a tassel.

Ants Can Hear; Some Scientists 


ROF. PRINGLE, a Scoteh naturalist, 
says that ants have the most perfect 
sound producing organs yet discovered 
in insects, and that they are extremely 
susceptible to sound. He claims their sound 
producing organs are situated in certain seg- 
ments of the abdomen, and the sounds 
brought forth by tubbing. Nobody has ever 
heard these voices, for they are far too faint 
to be detected by human ears. Névertheless, 
many authorities are becoming convinced of 
their existence. Attempts have been made to 
hear them with the aid of the microphone, 
but the only sound detected was that of the 
crawling of the ants. 
Again in regard to their hearing, careful

and extensive experiments hi been con- 
ducted with six species of ants, from this 
country and England, and it was decided 
that these species could _ perceive sounds. 
How they did it was more or less a matter 
of doubt, as some scientists insisted they 
heard through organs of hearing, while others 
claimed that it was through a sense of touch, 
excited by atmospheric vibrations. 

Pringle inclines to the opinion that ants 
hear through the latter medium. Proofs of 
their hearing were established by shutting a 
large number up in a glass box. When they 
Were even violently shaken they did not seem 
to be disturbed in the least, while at the blow 
of a very shrill whistle close to them they 
were seen to be perceptibly agitated.

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Tolldcos a Disease Preventive; 
Smokers Free from Epidemics. 


LONDON physician has recently risen 

to the defense of tebacen. For hun- 

dreds of years it has been berated on ell 

sides. Now it is claimed that tobacco 

is a disinfectant and that smokers ” not 
suffer from epidemics. 

Durihg a severe cholera epidemic in Ham- 

burg not a single workman engaged in the 


ta 


large cigar factory im that city was attacked 
by the disease. Members of their families 
might be ill and die, but they themselves were 
immune. Even if they did not smoke, they 
were still protected by the constant contact’ 


With tobacco. Women, too, who worked in 


the factory were spared an attack of the epi- 
demic. | 

Later it was stated that among a body of 
cigarmakers at another point only eight cases 
and’ four deaths from cholera occurred. 

Recent experiments have proved that to- 
bacco smoke destroys the bacilli of pneumonia 
as well as Asiatic cholera, and there is some 
evidente to the effect that tobacco smoke is 
preventive of some forms of nasal eatarrh. 

A certain scientist in England has suggest- 
4 smokelouses in infected localities, where 
people could be shut up for a limited time and 
thoroughly smoked. 

It is a well known fact in domestie economy 
that furs put away with tobacco are never 
touched by moths. So tobacco may be equally 
effensive to germs. 

On shipboard it is a curious thing that the 
seasick germ does not attack the smoker. He 
walks the deck wrapped in a smoke cloud, 


, while all others are on their backs. 


“Tobacco,” the London physician explains, 
“¢ontains pyridin, which is recognized in med> 
icine as a powerful germicide and is used both 
in asthma and diphtheria.” 

Excessive tobacco smoking alters the case. 
This weakens the system and lays it open to 
the attack of any passing germ. 


Our Hands Show That Long Ago 


We Used to Walk Upon Them. 


O you know why all your fingers are 

not the sam@ length, why you were 

_ bern with finger nails, and why you 

are @ much better language student if 
you are right handed than if you ate left 
banded ? 

An English physiologist has given us an 
interesting series of answers to the above 
everyday questions. 

“The fact that all our fingers are not the 
sauie length has prenye been a disadvantage 
to us,” he says. “ And the reason that our 
little fingers and our ring fingers are sg small 
and weak might be difficult to account for if 
we took into consideration the present use of 
the hand. But we can find good reasons when 
we consider the history of the hand and look 
at the fingers of many kinds of the lower ani- 
mals which have fingers more or less like 
ours.” 

Our hands, he goes on to explain, were prob- 
ably used for standing and walking, ag we 
seem to inherit them from our “four footed 
ancestors.” Surely we weré never given them 


in the first place, since our grasp of things is 


go materially lessened by our inequality. 

But if we put our hands on a table as if 
we meant to walk on the tips of the fingers 
we can immediately see what a well balanced 
support it makes—with the middle finger the 
longest and the little finger and the thumb 
falling behind and balancing the whole, 

We see the same thing at the soilogical 
gardens in the case of animals that have three 
fingers, as the toes of the fore feet might 
rightly be called, and we can notice it any day 
in the case of the dog or the cat. This is only 
one instance of a large sumber of cases fur- 
nished by our bodies which help us to under- 
stand why certain. things, for which there 
seems no particular reagen and which may 
even seem inconvenient to us, are as they are. 

Again the obly possible use for finger nails 
is to scratch with, an action which is more or 
less dispensed with th modern society, and that 


brings up the question as to why we have ten 
fingers and toes instead of perhaps nine. 

“Nature,” this same physiologist says, “ de 
cided on five fingers for each hand long, long 
age, indeed, ages before man ever appeared on 
this earth at all. It does seem at first as 
though there were some obvious exceptions to 
this, for we find only one finger or toe for each 
limb in the horse, two for the pig, aad 6o on. 
But the original figure was five. 

“The hen, for instance, has only three and 
a half toes, and when we examine the skeleton 
of its wing, which is really its arm, we find 
three and @ half fingers there. With the 
chicken it is the same. Only the birds appar- 
ently have found that they could do as well 
with three and part of a fourth and so have 
stopped déveloping. For it is the case with 
man and animals, the world over and through 
countless generations, as soon as they discover 
that they can do without a particular part of 
their anatomy they begin to dispense with it 


" and finally lose it altogether.” 


Again, We are given some interesting data 
on the fad that was much in vogue some ten 
years ago atid which has now died down to a 
certain extent, and that is the one that the 
cididren should be taught to use both bands 
equally well. The successes were few, and the 
results in the long run seemed to be that the 
children who used only one hand got along 
much better in their intellectual studies, and 
especially in the pursuit of languages, than 
those who were so dexterous in the use of 
their two hands equally well. 

An examination of thousands of skeletons 
showed in every case where the right arm had 
had greater development than the left and that 
there was a corresponding development on the 
left side of the skull, which was thought to 
prove conclusively that left handed persons 
have less language ability than right handed 
ones and that children who used both hands 
indifferently would be still further behind in 
the language capacity.

Senate Action Strengthens Resolve. 

The action taken by the state senators last 
morth, in sending back to committee the 
resolution that. suffrage be submitted to the 
voters in 1914, has served only to strengthen 
the suffragists in their resolve to win the 
ballot for women in the state of Missouri. 

This trick, the leaders in the movement de- 
clare, has been played very seldom by the 
serate, and always ‘to avoid being recorded 
as voting for or against a measure. 

* The resolution would have received more 

respectful treatment by the legislative body 
had the women who wished it passed had 
the’ power of thousands of votes behind 
them,” said Mrs. D. W. Kuefler, one of the 
most tireless workers during the legislative 
session at Jefferson City: 
_ The state suffrage organizations propose 
to carry forward their campaign quietly, 
thoroughly, and steadily until] the question is 
put to the voters in 1914. The county Is to 
be the unit of organization. At the same 
time that the educational and organization 
work is going forward the suffragists will 
circulate initlative petitions so.that in May, 
1914, the signatures of 5 per cent of the voters 
in two-thirds of the congressional districts 
will Have been obtained. 

Next summer it is planned to carry on an 
active campaign through the Ozark moun- 
tains, where the meaning of the word suf- 
frage is as hazy as a London fog in the minds 
of many of the men. Many of the women will 
“take the stump’’ during their vacation 
period, journeying through the mountairs in 
a spring wagon, and addressing the voters in 
cross roads schoolhouses, in churches, and in 
the flelds. ac it

Prominent*Women Lend Aid. 

\Mrs. Morrison-Fuller, the vice president of 
the organization and a member of one of ‘the 
most influential and wealthy families in the 
state, one that has been connected with the 
history of Missouri practically since its be- 
ginning, won many members for the organi- 
zation, among them women of the old south- 
ern régime with decidedly conservative 
tastes. .

Mrs. D. W. Kuefier, appointed campaign 
manager, a woman with undaunted enthu- 
siasm in the face of difficulties and discour- 
agements, is the logical suffragist for this 
trying position. Having served as president 
of the Woman’s Trade Union league of St. 
Louis for five years, experience has strefigth- 
ened her natural executive talents, and she 
has laid her plans forthe coming campaign 
as thoughtfully as a general.

When it fixat was rumored that a baseball 
player had pitched a “ curved ball ” a learned 
scientist hastened to prove that it could not 
be done. The incident is recalled by a re- 
cent article in the active propaganda of Mr. 


| Carnegie and his group against preparedness 


for war. ’ 

The article is»by President Jordan of 
Leland Staaford Jr. university, and is called 
“The Impossible War.” ‘The title is char- 
acteristic of this group, who are fond of 
dogmatic statements. To these misguided 
enthusiasts war must be presented, inferen- 
tially at least, as “‘ impossible,” the fear of 

r “baseless,” etc., etc. Qualifications, 
when resorted to by the more responsible of 
them, like Dr. Jordan, are not emphasized. 

The reason is obvious. Intelligent quali- 
fication virtually destroys the position taken 
by this group. War must be made to ap- 
pear impossible, or the demand for adequate 
defense is at once seen to be rational. 

Dr. Jordan’s essay on “ the impossible 

ar” begins with the round assertion that 


1a general European war is “ humanly im- 


possible.” But he follows this up with the 
following astonishing qualification: 

It may be, of course, that some half- 
crazed archduke or some harassed min- 
ister of state will, half unknowingly, 
give the signal for Europe’s conflagra- 
tion. In fact, the agreed signal has 
been given more than once within the 
last few months. The tinder is well 
dried and laid in such a way as tomake 
the most of this catastrophe. 
Nevertheless, in spite of this dime novelish 

view of the situation, Dr. Jordan assures us 
—for assurance as to the future is another 
conspicuous attribute of his school of 
pacifism—that “ Europe recoils and will re- 
coil, even in the dread stress of spoils di- 
vision of the Balkan war.” 

Dr. Jordan bases his assertion that a 
European war, by which it is to be assumed 
he means a war between the six powers of 
the triple alliance and the triple entente, 
is impossible upon the theory that the cost 
would be prohibitive and that “‘ the bankers 
will not find the money for such a fight.” 

“There will be no general war until the 
masters direct the fighters to fight,” he de- 
clares, and adds, with the conclusiveness of 
a Carnegie: “ The masters have much to 
gain but vastly more to lose, and their signal 
will not be given.” 

Now, stripped of their conceited dog- 
matism, these statements only repeat the 
most obvious considerations respecting a 
war between the great powers. The cost in 
blood and treasure is fully realized by more 
carefu} and responsible minds than Dr. Jor- 
dan’s, and unquestionably that cost has 
weighed heavily upon mounting ambition 
and kept in leash even national resentments 
and enmities. It makes a general war im- 
probable, but the statesmen of Hurope know 


‘very well that it does not make it “impos 


sible,” humanly or inhumanly. That is why 
Germany's army has been increased within 
a few days and France's army following. 

President Jordan takes a French afficial’s 
estimate that a general war would cost 
$54,900,000 a day. From this he condydes 
that the bankers would refuse:to finance it, 


which is plausible, but not the naive con- 


clusion that this would end the matter. 


tious enterprise, but when sovereign peoples 
declare war they cam make it, and would 
make it, ow their own resources. The dream 
that a group of bankers could say them nay 
is ludicrous. 

This fact seems to move in the background 
of President Jordan’s mind. So he tells us 
that “it is not alone the paralysis of debt 
which checks the rush of armies, The com- 
mon man is having a word to say.” 

He is. But instead of this being, in our 
generation, an assurance of peace, it pre- 
sents one of the chief dangers of warand oae 
of the chief reasons for military prepared- 
ness. Because Socialist congresses protest 
taxes for armament and “ resolye””’ against 
war, it does not follow that the peoples 
have not and will not make war. 
Ferrero says the ItaHan people compellei 
the war against Turkey. We know the 
people forced our war upon Spain. The 


from war upon Turkey, and it is their leaders 
who keep France and Germany from mak- 
ing war. 

‘The utopian pacifists shut their eyes to 
this because it does not square with their 
opposition to rational preparedness. They 
are not satisfied to accept at their real value 
the broad forces which are working slowly 
but surely against the awful arbitrament of 
war. They see the curse of armanient waste 
and hide their heads in the sand, | dectaring 
that war is not. 


SPONGING ON AMBASSADORS. 

' Republican congresses have failed to 
make decent provisions for our embassies 
by providing permanentambassadorial quar- 
ters in foreign capitals. They have per- 
sisted in an undemocratic policy of wasteful 
economy which has restricted our choice of 
foreign representatives almost pelusively 
to men of wealth. 

The evil has grown with the slaveibte in 
the cost of living and the standards of official 
maintenance. Perhaps a Democratic con- 
gress will do a democratic act by ending it.

The American representative pays out of 
his salary his house rent and all expenses of 
entertaining, and, as Mr. Jones adds, is 
likely to be “ kicked out of his job” at any 
time, while most foreign countries retire 
their diplomats on pensions, many of which 
are as large as the American’s salary. 

If this showing does not appeal to con- 
gress even to the extent of providing per- 
manent houses for our embassies, it at least 
should reach the pride and sense of justice 
of the American people, whose faults do not 
include being penny wise and pound foolish 
—when they know it. 


THE HOSPITAL AND AFTER. 

Every day men and women are discharged 
from hospitals well but not strong. They 
are sent home to convalesce. But their 
homes are not always in a condition to speed 
their recovery. Improper food, want of air, 
and lack. of attention often keep the pa- 
tient’s strength at low ebb for weeks. 
Through ignorance or poverty ,he returns 
to his occupation before he has fully recov- 
ered his strength. 

This handicap of the poor sick is now ade- 
quately relieved by one large hospital in the 
country. The Presbyterian hospital in New 
York is operating a follow-up system which 
keeps in touch with the patient after he has 
been discharged from the institution. A vis- 
iting nurse seeks out his home and there/ 
keeps giving him advice as well as practical 
assistance until he has completely recov- 
ered, Not only medical but even economic 
aid is rendered by this out-patient depart- 
ment of the hospital. Where a man has 
been incapacitated for the work he was do- 
ing before his illness, a change of occupation 
is not merely suggested. The hospital au- 
thorities often seek out a new and suitable 
job for him, 

This follow-up system is, of course, not 
new in Europe. In Germany convalescents 
are sent to forest camps owned by the city. 
They are kept there until their muscles re- 
gain their normal strength and they are once 
more fit to be sent out to the shop or factory. ' 

That stopping of the disease alone is not 
adequate and that the ideal thing is to put 
the constitution back.on a working basis was 
recognized by the United Charities of Chi- 
cago some six years ago. The result of this 
recognition has been THE TRIBUNE hospital 
for convalescents at Algonquin. The board 
of trade and philanthropic organizations and 
individuals have made the hospital a success 
for the work it is doing. But it is limited. 
Tue TRIBUNE hospital is open only to women 
and children. 

Hospitals of this type ‘a convalescents 
will «before long have to become the rule 
rather than the exception if the facilities for 
caring for the sick in the cities of the United 
States are not to be met with the taunt,of 
inefficiency. The Visiting Nurse associatién 
also should be given much greater support 
and be assisted to extend its splendid work.

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THE REPORT TO THE SENATE ”, 


THE FRIEDMANN TREATMENT. 
HEN the papers began their fre- 
quent cable reports on the Fried- 
mann treatment, the United States 
senate asked the department of 
state to secure for the people of 
this country information as to the proposed 
remedy. While, in some measure, the ob- 
ject sought was to get information that the 
physicians might make use of in their prac- 
tice, this was not the main purpose of the 
inquiry.  . 

Thousands of physicians in this country 
have access to the magazines publishing the 
proceedings: of the Berlin Medical society, 
and 100,000 others have seen abstracts an/J 
analyses of Dr. Friedmann’s article as pub- 
lished in other journals. 

The stimulus of the inquiry came from 
those who had consumption and wanted to 
know whether the long hoped for cure had 
come. Many of them had it in mind to go 
to the treatment if the treatment could not 
be brought to them. 


The department of te had a transia- 
tion made of Dr. Friedmann’s article and 
the lengthy discussion which followed. This 
lecture was given on Nov. 6, 1912. In 
December United States Consul General 
Thackara interviewed Dr. Friedmann and 
one other physician in Berlin, Quotations 
from these interviews and the translated 
documents were transmitted to the United 
States senate, and by that body have been 
issued as senate document 1018, Probably 
any one wishing a copy can get it by writ- 
ing his senator for it. 

A few weeks ago Dr. Friedmann canie 
to America. He has treated a considerable 
number of people in this country. A part 
of them, at least, are under such observa- 
tion as will permit of dependable conclu- 
sions, 

In addition the Public Health service has 
detailed Drs. Anderson and Stimson to re- 
port on the treatment, They have had op- 
portunity to see the cases treated, and have 
also™ been furnished with the serum for 
laboratory tests. 

By summer some sort of an estimate of 
the value of the treatment, based on the 
cases treated in this country, should be 
possible. While waiting as patiently as 
possible for better conclusions founded on 
better data,.an estimate based on the orig- 
inal paper and its discussion may be of 
interest. ¥ 

Consumption is a disease that lends itself 
readily to “cures.” Every person has had 
some friend go down to death in spite of 
everything that was dome. So every person 
has lurking in his inner mind a conviction 
that it is an incurable disease. 

Therefore, when a group of people see a 
consumptive get well, they conclude at once 
that the cure employed is a cure for an in- 
curable disease. That is as far as the ave- 
rage Man goes. 

The statistician may know that the cure 
used in that. case cures ten out of a hun- 
dred, while the cure used in another group 
cures fifty out of a hundred. The man who 
got well by the method that cures 10 per 
cent of the cases knows that in his case 
it was a 100 per cent cure, and he jumps to 
the conclusion that it is a 100 per cent cure 
for everybody. It is for this reason that 
consumption cures are legion. 


, ~—~e 

The Friedmann method consists of a 
series of injections of tubercle bacilli into 
his patients. Several injections are made. 
One injection consists really of two injec- 
tions—one into a vein, the bacilli being * 
thrown into the blood stream; the other into 
the tissues under the skin, a deep hypoder- 
mic, the bacilli remaining for several weeks 
in a hard lump which is formed locally. 

The treatment is given to well children 
to prévent them from becoming tubercular 
and to people sick with the tuberculosis in 
about-everypart of the human body, except 
the brain, with a view of curing the disease. 

At the time the paper was presented the 
number of cases treated was 1,012. Most 
of those were children to whom the injec- 
tions were given to prevent the disease from 
developing, although the exact numbers in 
the different groups were not stated. 

The number of injections constituting a 
treatment was not definitely stated, though 
I judge it to be as follows: Preventive 
treatment, one injection; curative treat- 
ment, somewhere from two to five injections. 
I judge that the intervals between injec- 
tions is determined by the persistence of 
the lump at the point of injection. The 
succeeding injection is not given until after 
the lump from the previous injection has 
disappeaned. 

so 

The substance injected is @ culture of 
tubercle bacilli. The bacilli Dr, Friedmann 
grew from a case of tuberculosis in a turtle. 
He is quite certain that this bacillus is not 
a human, tubercle bacillus that had been 
contracted by the turtle from some man, 
but is a genuine turtle consumption germ. 

In 1903 Dr. Poorkowski grew a tubercle 
bacillus from. a turtle for Dr. Friedmann. 
Both Drs. Poorkowski and Friedmann 
finally agreed that this turtle had been in- 
fected from a man and the bacillus, while 
it was unlike the human bacijlus for a time, 
presently began to act like a human bacillus, 
and as such was accepted. 

Dr. Friedmann says he then abandoned 
that bacillus, but continued his search for 
the ba¢illi in cases of turtle consumption. 

Finally he found one that did not act 
like a human bacillus. It would not harm 
or kill a guinea pig in any sized dose. The 
bacillus to be used in the human subject 
must not have any capacity to harm the 
human subject, according to the views of 
Dr. Friedmann, @nd this one filled the bill. 
He did not say what dose he gives.

In the several months that have elapsed 
I ‘know that the promises made have not 
been complied with. I do not mean that 
the serum has not been distributed. What 
I mean is that Dr. Friedmann has not pub- 
lished exact information as to the bacillus, 
what it looks like, what it grows on, what 
it is stained by} how it differs from the 
human bacillus, how it affects animals, the 
dose injected in the,veins and in the tis- 
sues, the exact and detailed conditions of 
his patient before the treatment was used, 
during the treatment, and after—a plain 
recital of the facts such as appeared in Dr. 
Koch’s paper on the tubercle bacillus, or 
as is the custom in reporting such matters. 

Such a statement of the facts as would 
have furnished the basis for independent 
opinion could have been, and should have 
been, presented by Dr. Friedmann within 
a month of the Berlin meeting, say by Dec. 
1. Certainly it should have been available 
for Mr. Thackara’s report. 

There is no doubt that Dr. Friedmann’s 
method of presentation and his subse- 
quent conduct has hurt his remedy. Many 
people who want to form correct opinions 
will find it difficult to forget the method of 
presentation as they weigh the evidence in 
this case. 

Nevertheless what is wanted is the best 
opinion possible, not on Dr. Friedmann, but 
on the treatment. He might be unworthy 
and yet be the discoverer of a worthy rem- 
edy. History is filled with such combina- 
tions. 


“But you will publish 
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What conclusions cam we draw from the 
report? Most of the cases treated were 
cases of what is called surgical tubercu- 
losis. The treatment of surgical tubercu- 
losis without Dr. Friedmann’s serum is gep- 
erally satisfactory. It is pulmonary tuber- 
culosis that people generally are interest- 
ed in. 

Dr. Friedmann says that he has treated 
250 cases of consumption. Two, beside him- 
self, had used his treatment for consump- 
tion. They agreed that the symptoms im- 
proved. Especially marked was the im- 
provement in such symptome as are amena- 
ble to suggestion. 

Eight cases of consumption with cavities 
were referred to. Six died and two im- 
proved. Some of these had laryngeal tu- 
berculosis and some intestinal tuberculosis 
engrafted on their consumption. The re- 
ports on late cases, therefore, are not much 
better than with other modes of treatment. 

The remaining 240 cases are referred to 
without much detail. Every person who 
had treated them or participated in the 
treatment of them in a general and loose 
sort of way said they got easier, more com- 
fortable, suffered leas, and so forth—testi- 
mony that was good so far as it went, but 
bese did not go far enough to be of great 
value. 


Beyond question, te my mind, the testi- 
mony presented proves that the treatment 
is worthy of complete careful inquiry. 
When members of the Benlin Medical] so- 
ciety tell of such relief of symptoms as they 
saw follow, then the interests of the af- 
flicted demand that the subject be properly 
investigated. Im the discussion several of 
the greatest scientists in the world said the 
plan of treatment proposed was basically 
right. 

For many years cows were vaccinated 
against tuberculosis with human bacilli-a 
nearly parallel procedure. Scientists have 
been searching for many years to find tu- 
bercle bacilli of one animal that could be 
used to cure consumption in other animals 
whose tubercle bacilli were a little different. 

The end sought in Dr. Friedmann’s in- 
vestigation was to find a germ that would 
be nonpoisonous to man. As man’s fighting 
forces, untrained ordinarily in fighting con- 
sumption germs, would learn how to kil} 
consumption germs by practicing on the 
nonpoisonous ones, they would be equal to 
the task of killing the harming human kind 
causing 5 aa in the patient. 


Many of the solentiann told of their ap- 
proval of the basic idea, of means that they 
had tried and of others trying to carry out 
this end. Dr. Orth, whose scientific reputa- 
tion is of the best, said he had examined 
Dr. Friedmann’s guinea pigs.

In the discussion of the paper of Dr.

One 
had had a disappointing experience. 

Of those who had not seen cases there 
were a few who said there might be some- 
thing in the Friedmann treatment, assum- 
ing that he was using a turtle bacillus alto- 
gether harmless to man, as he claimed. 

~The majority, however, could see but 
little in the treatment as a_ treatment for 
consumption, and nothing at all in the sug- 
gestion that it be used as an indirect treat- - 
ment for insanity and many other condi- 
tions proposed. 

As to the use of the serum in infants to 
Prevent consumption, at best not enough 
time had passed to make conclusiong of 
any value.

“WHAT IS A CHRISTIAN CHURCH?” 
BY DR. ALBERT PARKER FITCH, Prosident of Andover Theological 


Cambridge, Mass. 
(Who Will Speak at the Sunday Evening Club Tonight.) 


T isn’t a Sunday- morning club which is 
intended to minister 


its chief ambition. It isn’t a group.of men 
who are banded together, not to live for, 
but off the community, and-who only-like 
those who are already like them. 

There is one passion which the coming 
church must have or die, and that is the 
passion for all humanity. Thereis one spirit 
which the coming church must incarnate or 
be cast out, and that is the spirit of demo- 
cracy. 

Swiftly the control of national forces is 
passing from the men of the middle class 
into the hands of the common people. Does 
the common man frequent our churches? Is 
he at home with us and we with him? We 
never see him. Do we love these toiling, 
moiling, crude, unkempt, brutal masses, or do 
we privately fear and publicly patronize 
them? Woe unto us if that be true. 

Are we saving our souls and consecrating 
our lives, not that we may make free 
and happy this great troublous world of 
artisans, and mechanics, and laborers, but 
that we may save ourselves and our church 
out of that work? Is our church an ark of 
salvation, the santuary of the consciously 
elect, to which we withdraw from a perishing 
and somewhat contemptible world? Then it 
will go down. 

The church which is to survive tomorrow 
will be the lifeboat filled with the elect, in 
order that they may rescue the perishing. 
Are we merely a company of the saved? 
Then we are already damned. We are 
saved only when we become a company of 
saviors. We must redeem others if we are 
to perpetuate ourselves. .

F the Japanese emperor, attended by a big 
military suite composed of the cleverest 
officers of his army, were to visit the 
United States and during his stay here 
express a wish to carefuly inspect the 
military and naval defenses of the Pacific 
coast, of the Panama isthmus, of Sandy 
Hook, and other points of importance along 
the Atlantic seaboard, what would be the 
attitude of the United States government? 
And would considerations of. hospitality 
towards an illustrious foreign guest rise su- 
perior to considerations of national safety? 

This is the problem which confronts Great 

Britain. The kaiser has announced his in- 
tention of taking part in the week's trial trip 
of the new Hamburg-American liner Impera- 
tor, which will be the most gigantic passen- 
ger steamship afloat. The trip will extend 
from Cuxhaven, on the 28th of this month, to 
Gibraltar, and while at the latter place the 
emperor has expressed a wish to spend a 
couple of days visiting the fortifications. He 
will be accompanied on the occasion by Ad- 
miral von Tirpitz, the German minister of 
marine and the leader of the Anglophobe 
party in Germany; also by a large naval and 
military suite. 
Now, Gibraltar is one of the principal 
strongholds of the entire system of defenses 
of the British empire and one of the keys of 
the route to India. Millions of pounds ster- 
ling have been spent in fortifying the place 
according to the most up to date notions, and 
much of this work has been of a particularily 
secret character. 

In fact, England has been just as stern in 
its refusal to permit foreign officers to in- 
spect the secret defensive works and the hid- 
den batteries and emplacements of the con- 


‘cealed guns at Gibraltar as the United States 


has been about allowing foreign naval and 
military attachés to inspect certain features 
at Sandy Hook, the defensive works on the 
Pacific coast, and the entrance to the Bay 
of Manila. ; 

The English court and government there- 
fore find themselves in an embarrassing post- 
tion. If they refuse to grant the emperor's 
request—which he ought never to have made 
—they will bitterly offend him and his people, | 
at the same time giving confirmation to the 
story that the English reigning house and 
official world look upon Germany ag the 
potential foe. 

On the other hand; if the emperor is al- 
lowed to inspect the fortifications at Gibral- 
tar it will, be ridiculous to say anything fur-

Special all day sessions 
are called when there is a demand for sew- 
ine. 

Besides caring for many of the needy of 
the district, in 1901 the society raised $300 
by public subscription for a drinking foun- 
tain. The fountain is arranged for the use 
of people, horses, dogs, and birds.
